Throughout the trial 
the government has taken the position 
that the crime for which Innes is now 
on trial was committed, and also that 
the crime of murder was committed 
by the defendant in an attempt to 
conceal the previous erime.

The next step, and one of the prin-

The visit of Monsignor Testa to 
the Ruhr gives great encouragement 
and comfort to.Ahe members of the 
government of Chancellor Cuno and 
to the German press. Confidence is 
ex pressed 
report to the pope that the French, 
and not the Germans, are to blame 
for the Krupp incident and others. 
It has been learned that Monsignor 
Testa is to forward exhaustive re- 
ports on all phases of the Ruhr sit- 
uation to the vatican. 

On the basis of these, German ob- 
servers believe,. the pope will inter- 
vene in the situation, attempting to 
start negotiations between France and 
Germany. 

Will Frown Upon Attempt. - .. 

It is generally realized that Pre- 
mier Poincare will frown upon any 
attempt of Pius XI to intervene, but 
it is believed that the pressure of 
public opinion over the world will 
force the French to heed the pope, 
in event his holiness sees fit to ad- 
dress a communication to the gov- 
ernments of France and Germany. 

The government believes that the 
untoward incidents in the Ruhr have 
swung public opinion of the United 
States and other countries to the side 
of Germany in the coal war of the 
Ruhr. 

The Berlin press is beginning to 
ask editorially if the time has not 
arrived for the ‘government to send 
peace feelers to France and Belgium. 
The advantage now, it is stated, lies 
With Germany. 

According to word received here 
from Essen, four of the directors of 
the Krupp works, who have been ar- 


rested on charges of inciting the riot, 
will be tried svon before a French 
court-martial,
